The Pasadena Board of City Directors Tuesday ap¬ 
proved construction of a Sears, Roebuck & Co. develop¬ 
ment at Michillinda and Foothill Blvd. in Hastings Ranch. 

The directors rejected the appeals from residents in 
the Ranch and Arcadia, and in addition modified the 
restrictions placed on the 
development by the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

They reduced a require¬ 
ment for a 75-foot planting 
strip along Michillinda to 25 
feet and eliminated a pro¬ 
posed 10-foot planting strip 
along E. Foothill Blvd. The 
directors also threw out a 
ban on signs on the north 
side of the proposed Sears 
building, but left this matter 
to the discretion of the Plan¬ 
ning Commission. 

The board also permitted 
a 20-foot service drive across 
the north end of the prop¬ 
erty between Michillinda 
and Hastings Ranch Drive, 
to be shielded from resi¬ 
dences by a 10-foot planting 
strip. The Planning Com¬ 
mission had banned ingress 
and egress on Michillinda. 

Formal action will be tak¬ 
en by the directors next 
Tuesday to effect their de¬ 
cisions. Meantime, a survey 
of traffic in the Foothill- 
Rosemead area has been or¬ 
dered. 

The controversial Sears

Last week, for the second time in little over a month, 
the City Council decided to seek “an expression of public 
opinion” before deciding a matter touching upon the pub- 

safety. 

I have gained considerable respect for the members 
of the Council during nine months of covering their meet¬ 
ings, but I feel strongly that the course they are follow¬ 
ing in this case is unwise. 

To state the obvious, city councils are called upon 
from time to time to decide between public interest and 
the proprietary interest of a limited group. 

In this case, the Council must decide whether the pub¬ 
lic safety demands the removal of some 80 to 85 privately- 
owned fences and obstructions from Sierra Madre corners. 

Admittedly, it’s a difficult decision. But it should be 
decided by the Council, and no one else. 

To ask for an expression of public interest in a case 
of this sort invites speculation that the Council wants 
someone else to pass on its hot potatoes. And it invites 
also a lop-sided representation of “public interest” from 
the persons most directly — and financially — involved. 
To spell it out, from those whose fences would come down. 

There are other considerations. The Council has been 
studying the obstruction ordinance now for some 10 weeks. 
It has been on the agenda of at least five Council meet¬ 
ings. In that time, the members have compared it with 
those of other cities, have made studies of its effect in 
Sierra Madre, and generally have gone pretty thoroughly 
into its pros and cons. 

Laying aside the question of responsibility, it seems 
to me that the Council, after these weeks of study, is 
better qualified to decide the issue than a hastily-gathered 
and relatively-uninformed slice of “public opinion.” 

I do not intend here to question the political courage 
of the Council members. They have acted a number of 
times in the past months with both courage and decision 
on thorny problems, and have approached every issue 
with a diligence and conscientious, effort which I found 
amazing, especially considering that they are unpaid and 

— mostly — unappreciated. 

But the progress of the obstruction ordinance has been 
reported at least five times on The News’ front page. It 
appears that the people of Sierra Madre, by their absence, 
have been content until now to place the matter squarely 
in the lap of the Council. And that’s where it belongs.

THE ACTIVE opponents of 
this health measure come 
from many walks of life,

“The destruction of the 
forest means the destruction 
of the streams, and that 
means the destruction of the 
country.” 

Fires have blazed through 
our mountains since the 
coming of man. A fire-scar¬ 
ed tree on Mt. Pacifico shows 
a fire record dating back to 
1617, and history shows that 
with the advent of man into 
an area, fire has followed 
in hjs wake. 

It is known that Indians 
made a practice of burning 
forest cover to keep the 
countr y open and make 
hunting easier. When the 
white man arrived he has¬ 
tened the destruction by set¬ 
ting fires to clear his land. 

IN HIS BOOK, “Twenty 
Years Before the Mast,” Dana 
observes that in 1836 a great 
forest fire was burning the 
entire length of the South¬ 
ern California Coast Range. 

It was a rarity in those 
early days for a year to pass 
without these mountain 
fires, the only concern of the 
valley people toward these 
tragic events being the fact 
that the traditional fires 
made the climate in the val¬ 
ley’ very hot when the wind 
blew from the north. Other¬ 
wise, they considered them 
a beautiful sight to watch. 

The newspapers of the 70s 
ran feature articles com¬ 
menting on the views ob¬ 
tained in the evening, with 
bright tongues of flame lick¬ 
ing up the slopes of the San 
Gabriels. 

IN 1878, fairly recently in 
history, two cattlemen from 
Texas, seeking to gain graz¬ 
ing land near Soledad Can¬ 
yon, set the whole area in 
that section, on fire, sweep¬ 
ing the cover from the moun¬ 
tains and laying them ex¬ 
posed to the winter torrents. 

These two finfe gentlemen 
followed this practice for 
nearly a decade until finally, 
in 1884, heavy rains fell and 
the Southern Pacific lost its 
entire road bed in Soledad 
Canyon in the roaring flood 
waters. 

This incident vastly en¬ 
raged the Southern Pacific, 
and brought an abrupt end 
to this particular type of 
cover destruction. 

The San Gabriel Timber- 
land Reserve was proclaimed 
by President Harrison on 
Dec. 20, 1892. This was the 
first forest reserve created in 
California and the second in 
the United States. However, 
at this date there were no 
forest administrative officers 
in charge. 

AN EXCEEDINGLY bad 

fire year was 1896. Several 
fires broke out in our front 
country, burning from Au¬ 
gust to November, a period 
of nearly three months. For 
the first time the County 
Board of Supervisors aided 
in putting out these fires by 
sending a crew’ of 30 men to 
help control them. 

A storm of protest re¬ 
garding the protection of the 
reserve was heard from all 
sides, especially w’hen flood 
damage resulted from the 
winter rains. 

The Federal Government 
appointed one man, B.F. Al¬ 
len, as special special forest 
agent for all the reserves in 
Arizona, New Mexico and 
California, with his head¬ 
quarters in Los Angeles. He 
was granted the power to 
spend federal funds for fire 
suppression. 

ON JULY 21, 1898, two for¬ 
est rangers, Everett B. Thom¬ 
as and Frank Allen, were 
appointed. One took care of 
the east and the other the 
west end of our forest. Later 
this same year eight more 
rangers were appointed, 
Louis Newcomb of Sierra 
Madre being one of them. 

These men worked during 
the summer season only, re¬ 
ceived $50 a month and paid 
all their own expenses. From 
this meager beginning the 
Forest Service has evolved. 

On March 4, 1907, the 
name Forest Reserve was 
changed to Angeles Nation¬ 
al Forest to indicate that the 
forest was not reserved, but 
was there for present as well 
as future use.

"He needed the help, be¬ 
cause his helper was angry 
with tiim over something 
and would do very little. All 
in all, though, we thorough¬ 
ly enjoyed the trip.” 

THE LANGUAGE barrier 
with the Greenlanders, whose 
longue is virtually impossi¬ 
ble to learn, was surmount¬ 
ed in the following manner: 
Mr. Parker, assisting with 
the filming, would tell Mrs. 
Parker in English what he 
wanted; she would speak to 
the Greenlandie guide in 
Norwegian, which he could 
understand through his 
knowledge of Danish, al¬ 
though he couldn’t speak it; 
the guide then would pass 
on the word in Greenlandie 
to the Greenlander. In such 
ways are film lectures made. 

Mrs. Parker found Green¬ 
land populated with a warm, 
likeable people (although it 
can be suspected that Mrs. 
Parker reciprocally fits most 
people into this category) 
whose “civilization” is in the 
primary stages. 

"THE GREENLANDIC civ¬ 
ilization really began,” she 
recalled, “with Eric the Red. 
The old rogue's loose morals 
and plunderer’s instincts got 
him thrown out of Scandi¬ 
navia and Iceland and he 
founded a colony in south¬ 
ern Greenland in 982.

“About 1300, the colony 
disappeared, but a Danish 
missionary seeking the lost 
colony in 1721 found a group 
of light - skinned Eskimos 
near the site. This was really 
the beginning of the mixing 
of blood which produced to¬ 
day’s Greenlanders.” 

The mixing goes on today, 
with the coming of Danish 
rule and the modern air 
bases and military installa¬ 
tions. 

Because of their primitive 
state, the Greenlanders are 
protected very carefully by 
the Danish government. 

THIS CAUTION is caused 
by the Greenlander's suscep¬ 
tibility to even the mildest 
diseases of civilization. 
Chicken pox, for example, 
could wipe out hundreds, al¬ 
though polio has been elim¬ 
inated on the island. In ad¬ 
dition, of course, there is the 
danger of exploitation iri the 
age-old manner of the “civi¬ 
lized” man. 

But “civilization” now is 
necessary. With the recent 
passing of the all - purpose 
seal as the waters warmed, 
the Greenlander was forced 
either to move north or to 
switch to a money economy 
based on the cod which 
flocked to the warming seas. 

Because population centers 
are needed to support the 
air bases and military in¬ 
stallations, the Danes de¬ 
creed that the Greenlander 
should stay put. The Danish 
government is providing 
schools, medicine, every- 
Ihing needed by a primitive 
people trying to achieve 
“civiliaztion.” 

THE NEW developments 
have not, however, interfered 
with what Mrs. Parker terms 
“the delightful Greenlandie 
personality, their lack of af¬ 
fectation, and their friendly 
gaiety.” 

"In addition,” she says, 
"my daughter and I found 
t li e Greenlandie men the 
best of dancers, and my hus- 
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band says the women are in 
the same class.” This obser¬ 
vation was based on a long 
evening—lasting until 4 a.m. 
—dancing at a party in a 
Greenlandie home. 

“This really is not so ex¬ 
treme as it sounds,” Mrs. 
Parker explains. “The Green¬ 
landers sleep when they feel 
like it, eat when they feel 
like it and dance when they 
feel like it. It really doesn’t 
make much difference, with 
the constant daylight during 
the Greenland summer.” 

MRS. PARKER'S observa¬ 
tions on Greenland will be 
carried to over 100,000,000 
persons during the season 
which starts next month. She 
will reach some 200,000 in 
person, and another 100,000,- 
000 via television, both local 
and national. 

These impressive figures 
make it difficult to recall 
the clay, shortly after the 
war, when Rudy Hartman of 
Hartman’s Drugs gave her 
one of his best cameras and 
insisted that she take it with 
her on an upcoming Euro¬ 
pean trip, her first trip home 
since the war. 

“You’ll want to remember 
what you see,” he told her. 
“Who knows when you’ll be 
going back.” 

What she saw on her trip, 
the effects of the war on the 
country of her birth, sparked 
a determination to do some¬ 
thing that might help avoid 
a recurrence. 

Since then, she’s been back 
many times, sometimes with 
daughter E 1 i s e and some¬ 
times with 21-year-old Don¬ 
ald Jr., and with no formal 
training has become one of 
the most highly - regarded 
film lecturers in her “field, 

NEXT TIME, in 1958, her 
subject will be Norway, 
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which she hasn’t covered 
since 1950. Her target in 19G0 
is Finland. 

Meanwhile, she’s busy ed¬ 
iting and writing narration 
for the Denmark - Greenland 
film, which will open in the 
Los Angeles area at the 
Ebell Thwiter on Nov. 29, 
and will come to the Pasa¬ 
dena Civic Auditorium on 
Dec. 6. Televiewers will see 
it on KCOP (Channel 13) on 
Nov. 26. 

Mrs. Parker will deliver 
some 75 lectures between 
now and next May, includ¬ 
ing 30 major shows in 32 
days during March and April. 
She is in demand in the 
United States, Canada and 
the Hawaiian Islands. 

What is the part of her 
work she likes best? 

“The actual filming,” she 
says. “The contact with the 
people, coming to know 
them, and understand them. 

"THERE SOMETIMES are 

insights into tragedy. In 
Greenland I asked where the 
sled dogs were. I had ex¬ 
pected to see them every¬ 


where. I was told that they 
were eliminated in the pop¬ 
ulated part of Greenland be¬ 
cause of their srfvagery, be¬ 
cause they killed countless 
little children. 

“Then there is unexpect¬ 
ed beauty. You hardly would 
anticipate beauty in a land 
nine-tenths covered with ice 


and without a single tree, 
but few sights will match 
the sudden emergence, after 
rounding a bend, into thou¬ 
sands of green and blue Ice¬ 
bergs, some bigger than a 
house, others ice-box size, 
all shining in the sun. 

“But best of all, there are 
the people.” 
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
